"Franco's Readiness for War" is the 
title of a pamplqet which appeared here 
toward tho end of September, is already 
in it.s fourth edditioii, and is being trans- 
lated into French and Italian. The auth- 
or is Prussian otlicer. Hia opinions claim 
to be founded on careful study of French 
all'airs and persoliAl' observations tnodo at 
the last French Autuinn maneuvers. Tho 
contents of tlic pami)hlot are brielly as 

folio ^.g. 

Numerically, the Fjonch army is de- 
cidedly superior to t he (ieinian — it has 
109,000 men and li) l guns more. Hut 
numbers are not everything in this ques • 
tion. t)n the (iernnui side must be rock 
lined the greater uniformity of training 
which France cannot rival, because of her 
system of dividing the recruits into two 
portions, one of which servi^ forty months 
and the other oidy eight or ten; greater 
solidity of tho riulren, which are stronger 
in tlie time of peace; greater uniforinity 
in the aiigmcntat ion o! the iiiiiiiber of 
men; belter quality, and bettor allentidii 
of the subaltorns; strategically better 
railways, swifter [idwer of concentration 
and a greater number of squadrons and of 
hi I'sos fit fo'' service. Ciermany has 372 
field B(|iiadrdiia and 04 reserve Hipiadrons, 
France ;!0S iif I he former ami .S t of the 
latter, including the African Iroiqis. In 
I lernmiiy a sipi.'idroii 1i;ls 1,">0 hurses; in 
F'rance noiniiially 150, and rcully not 
more than I'JO. The Fronch forts which 
guard the roatl and railway near the front- 
ier will,"0ohlrory to the original intention 
require the defense of active troops. The 
French have no permanent Cdiiimander-in 
chief. They are not steadfast in adversity 
and do not willingly follnw any leader 
who has not bound victory to his chariot 
wheels. Political societies exercise a dis- 
integrating influence in tho French army, 
both among ollicers and men. In short, 
there are still niaiiy weak points in that 
army as ri'gards training, recruiting and 
general admiiiist ration, which iiiiist bo 
remedied before it can bo called ready for 
war. With reference to the subject mat- 
ter of thia pamphlet, I may state that an 
augineiitatiiiii of the (ierni.in artilh-ry is 
now aei iously intended. The minister of 
war seems to favor the project. — Berlin 
Cor. London Times.

CHINESE SLAV BUY. 

Aa acquaintance with the Chinciio as a 
race, lengthens, it but gives a greater in- 

Might into Iho fact that some of their na- 
tional customs — it miL;lit bp almost safe 
to aay all — tife; so tk'oiily routed as tu lio 
corroclly ilescrilu'd as inliei'LMit. The cus- 
tom witli which we iiitoud to deal more 
partictilarly at pt'esent is one wlioso uU'ects 
arc already making themselves apparent 
in this and any other country to which the 
Cliinese have access — wo allude to slave 
dealing. .Slavery. That system of bon- 
dage, that traffic in human tiesli and blood 
which in tho American civil wur was 
made the excuse to lay waste largo 
tracts of inhabited country, to render des- 
olate thousands of hoartli.s; to turn broth- 
er aL;a in. st brother, and father aL;ain3t sun ; 
ami whiuli England, at tlio cost of many 
precious lives and thousands upon tiiou- 
sands of pounds, has made her proud 
luiast to suppress wherever she has en- 
countered it, and yet, oven as Jonathan 
Wild prosecuted his villainies under the 
very shadow of Newgate prison, ho are the 
importation, buying and selling of Chin- 
ese slaves proceeded witli under tho very 
shadow of tho British cidora. In this 
province, in this very city, Chinese slaves, 
male and female, are constantly arriving; 
in some cases obtaining their . freedom 
after years of labor; in other cases — those 
of females, especially — never. Cargoes of 
Chinese are shipped hero at a nominal 
cost to the Chinese merchant or combi- 
nation of merchants, and the individuals 
comprising the living freight become part 
and parcel of their importers, until 
enough has been retained from their earn- 
ings to enable them to purchase their 
liberty, which generally requires four or 
five years' servitude. And so widespread 
find complete is this system, and so pow- 
erful the organizations, that the slaves 
become perforce voluntary ones, in a 
country where everyone is nominally free, 
simply because thoy dare not assert their 
freedom, knowing full well that should 
they do so, speedy vengoaiico would bo 
visited upon them — a dead hotly bo dis- 
covered and be called a "Chinese mystery ;" 
or a cor[)ae picked up floating in the 
river and a coroiier'.s verdict of "found 
drowned" and in a few days all would bo 
foi-i,'ol ten. There reui:tiii3, however, a 
yet ivur.ie phase of (Jhineae slavery, vi/. , 
tho introductiun from China of young 
fen!:ilu natives who are brought here and 
.nold for the most base and dej^raded pur- 
poses, Purposes with regard to which it 
were best to be silent, if such silence 
would not be worse than folly — it would 
be evei! criminal. No hmgerniust a pru- 
rient modesty roinain dormant while it 
hides, from a false sense of shame, tho 
existence of such an unholy and de- 
praved trade; a sore whose cancerous 
bninches are slowly and surely gaining a 
stronghold from which time will but make 
it more difficult to oust it. It is useless to 
aver that there are no slave.s in liritish 
dominions; there are. Those wliose busi- 
ne.'s brings them among this people know- 
it and can confirm the statement, and it 
wor(! far bettor for those who now lift up 
their hiiiids in affected doubt and aur- 
pnao, t(j put them to a bettor use and 
devi.se a remedy for this shucking state of 
things, i'rocuresses who have tiiomaelves 
acquired funds from lives of itifamy, put 
them to the horrible use of purchasing 
female slaves from China and bring them 
here or take them t < tlie States to sell to 
the highest bidder, or fail iiiL' that, consign 
them a life whicli they tlieinsclves for- 
merly led, and dediict from those nefari- 
ous earnings a price for tlie freedom of the 
slave which is so higii that it is years be- 
fore they retain their liberty. And this in 
a free country. It is true that if these 
women dared, tiio more as.sortion on their 
part that they were free would procure 
for them their liberty. Hut thoy are 
afraid of their own race who know tliat 
to countenance such an o.xainple would be 
to strike a fatal and commercially disastrous 
blow to future comers who might take the 
same position. Again, wore many of 
these young women to adopt this ODurae, 
there is hardly room to doubt that fnmi 
lax morals they would voluntarily adopt 
a lifo of sliame as being the more profit - 
able. When, therefore, those in bondage 
consort (from tho reason statcdj with their 
owners in denying their real condition, it 
becomes extremely difficult to deal with 
tho matter. The most eflicucimi.s remedy 
uiidoubfeclly exists in the t(jtal e.xclusioii 
of these people from this country. The 
question of the assimilation of races 
though sounding very philanthropic fails 
altogether in practice . It has been seen 
that thia force of example, admitted 
to bo the most eflective incentive of all, 
goes for notliing; if Chinese iire eiicnur- 
agi.'il or siiUbi-ed to come in over increasing 
numbers it becomes evident that failini^' 
to elevate them they will drag us down to 
their level. Kveii could wc successfully 
compete with this people — wiiieii wo can- 
not — long continued association with 
thoni would have most harmful eirocts on 
our morals; for familiarity with vice has a 
most dangerous tendency to beget indif- 
ference against which all have not the 
strength to contend. Races are not efj ual , 
neither iiro" men. There will always bo 
poor in the laud. I'oiir not oidy 
in w(U'ldly gain, bul in mental 
and physical stamina, delicient in ilioso 



finer feelings and morality which only 
come by cultivation; and this cultivation 
has so long been neglected, or rather never 
observed,tiiat it is impossible to properly 
inculcate it in one or -many generations. 
(ir,int that the Ghinese,as has every man, 
a soul to save. It c;tn be saved in 
China instead of bringing him where his 
presence may imperil the souls of so many 
others. Can it lie expected that they who 
laugh at their ow-ii gotls in whom 
for ages they have been taught 
to believe will believe in the 
God of the Christians'f It is a stid fact 
iiiul true. True there are exceptions, but 
too often ibo ho called conversion is only 
a farce and assumed to gain some ulterior 
end. The liabits and customs to which 
they pertinaciously adliere are burn in 
the bono and the blood of centuries; and it 
is as hard to eradicate the custom of 
slavery (and other vices) as it is (Heaven 
save tho mark) to deprive. tlie lark of the 
love of liberty. 

Are these people fit to associate w itii / 
Take the question upon what grounds 
what one likes. Ask the dovout Christian 
believer, and ask with all reverence, how, 
if God ever intended the races should mix 
indiscriminately, they were over created 
of a ilill'erent color, dispositions, consti- 
tutions and iiabits/ Ask the evolutionist 
if the climatic variations native to the 
tw-o races, the modnications of tlie various 
external circuinstaiiees and surroundings, 
tlieir modes and customs Df life propagat- 
ed in entirely dill'eront grooves for ages 
past, have not produced such a difference 
in their physicial being and moral tend- 
encies as to render it impo.ssiblo for a ben- 
eficial assimilation/ And l.istly .i.-^k tho 
othnograplier if the intermingling of the 
Caucasian and Asiatic or, in f:uU, of any 
races whoso blood is so totally foreign to 
each other, whether it hasnota tendency to 
cause a rapid iletorioration of tlie species/ 
15ut whether legislation excludes thia people 
from our shores or not, for the sake of the 
land wo live in, for tho sake of the tlag 
of the greatest nation of the earth, and 
for the honor of God and Christianity let 
no atone remain unturned to abolish here 
in our midst the accursed state of human 
bondage I 

THEATRE EXITS. 

The number of liv^.i ih:it have been 
lost by iho coiillagration uf places vi 
amusement, during the last ten years, 
would form an appalling list w-cro it com- 
piled. Of that large list it would be 
found that niue-touths of the victims had 
lost their lives in theatres and music-halls 
which did not possess the proper facilities 
for rapid exit. In large cities it is com- 
pulsory for phiees of ainuseiuent to be 
provided w-ith means of exit suHicieiit 
either in numljer or s^v.w to be ciqtable of 
emptying the buildings in tlie siiaee of a 
few- minutes. Sad experience taught 
them this lesson, :ind it is one that Vic- 
toria should learn without waiting to have 
it brought home to her. In other w-ords, 
it is not a grave doubt, but a certainty, 
that the exits to places of entertainment 
in this city are totally inadequate to allow 
those inside to escape cjuickly in case of 
lire. Take, for example, the i'hilliar- 
iiioiiic Hall. It has in tlie past, few 
months been most numerously attended 
during the performances of the many 
theatrical companies that have visited 
here. Has it not occurred to some, u heii 
glancing round the hall at the dense 
rows of spectators, who liave so 
many times literally packed it, how awful 
would be the etl'ect of a lire suddenly break- 
ing out, nay, oven an alarm of tire, raised 
perhaps by some heartless rulllaii/ How 
quickly would the general look of amuse- 
ment or interest wliich was at once light- 
ing up so matiy faces, be changed to looks 
of awful terror and alarm! How (luickly 
would the comedy become a ti agedy, a 
tragedy so real, and so awful in its cou- 
sequonces that it would remain indelibly 
impressed on the memories of all tin; hor- 
ror stricken witne.s.'.es of such a scene. 
But such scones have occurred, and have 
been so painfully alike, that one descrip- 
tion servos for all. A little srucjke- a 
low murmur among the audience ch.ing- 
ing to looks of fear as sparks and llaniea 
appear, percli.-uiee from the curtain or 
stage — a general rush for the doors — men 
shouting and lighting — women slirieking 
and fainting and — <i ili'ivl hlucL at (In duuf. 
This picture is not overdtawn, and it is 
the duty of the press to call attention to 
tho trtter want of provision at these 
places, for hasty escape when nece.'-sary. 
llettor to speak before a catastrophe oc- 
curs, than afterward to turn round and 
use that stereotyped exclamation, "I told 
you so." Tile i'iulliarmonie is not a 
solitary instance. The Loud >u theatre is 
woefully deficient from the .saiiH.' ciiise, 
and as soon as a theatre is erocled, in 
whoso construction this fact has been con- 
sidered, so soon will it bo enabled frfuu 
tho greater safety it oilers, to enjoy the 
exclusive attendance of the public. 



,1A' ILL-AUFISED J'nLICY. 

The Eiigliah government seems to liave 
invariably un der-rated the foe in all her 
late native w-ars : Ashantee, Zulu, Boor, 
and Egyptian. The forces sent <mt have 
always proved inadequate to eoiii> witli 
tho situation, with a conse(|neiit loss of 
life. Extra troops have then been sent 
out and a result eatabli.sliod which might 
have been, attained at first. In spito, 
however, uf the frequent lessons England 
has received in thi.i rnapoct, she still con- 
tinues tho same bungling policy. The 
latest development of thi.s policy, !ias 
taken place in Egypt, where the raiiidly 
increasing number of rising tribes 
threatens to ovcrw-helm Cieneral (iurdoii 
and his small force, in the niidsl of a 
hostile country teeming with subtle and 
crafty foes, who are adepts at that moat 
haraasiiig of all warfares — guerill.i war- 
fare. At any moment the wires may flash 
the news of another Isandiila on a laru'cr 
scale. It may be easy enough for one now 
to see and comment upon what threatens 
to so soon occur, but it is tho duty of a 
responsible government to exercise a little 
foresight, and provide against not such 
jiossible but highly probable contingen- 
cies. It is, in fact, cheaper by far to .-ieiid 
out at first a force thoroughly ellicient in 
numbers than a tlnnisand or so at a time, 
and wait till tlrey aro killed or demor- 
alized before sending more. It would 
also, by more quickly (lUoUing the insur- 
rection, serve as a wholesome exaniide to 
the Egyptians. Their defeat iiihIim- the 
pre.'ient circumstances, owing to the dila- 
tory manner in which tlio government 
has acted, will be accompltahod without 
tlie marked effect that a'quick and firm 
suppression of tho trouble could not fail 
to have had.

Bill Prciiilci" Norquay Is Sat- 
isfied. 



CiiioAoo, Feb. 2i. — The Manitoba situ- 
ation grows daily mure interesting. The 
people oa a whole htive become thoroughly 

aroused na to the necessity of taking a 
firm and united stand against tho tyranny 
of the Ottawa govenmic?nt. All civil and 
coiistitulioiial nieasuroy have failed to se- 
cure a particle of justice from them. Thoy 
are now determined to enfotee recognition 
i>i their rights by decisive action. Prem- 
ier Xorquay telegraphs that he has utter- 
ly failed to influence the government to- 
wards redressing even tho most flagrant 
wrongs under which wo auU'er. Though 
hitlierto a .strong supporter of the ,govorii- 
ment he will stick to his native ])rovince 
and fearlessly tight to free her from the 
bond of tho opi)res3o|. Ha will arrive 
home in few days when important steps 
will at once be taken. It is probable ho 
will call the local legislature togetlior and 
he and his ministers hand thuir resigna- 
tions to the lieuteuant-govonior. Mam- 
tobaii republicans in the federal parlia- 
ment will be recalled and dominion au- 
thority ignored. Tho next step will be 
to form on indepaudeut provisional gov- 
ernment which shall take posaesaioii of 
the affairs of the country and defy tho fed- 
eral authorities to interfere. 

SECKS.SKIN TALK. 

Froparations aro going on for a convon- 
tiou on March 5th. .\l a roproaentative 
meeting of citizens hiterested in tho con- 
struction of a railway from Hudson Bay 
last night a telegram was road from Hon. 
Mr. iS'or((uay to the etlect that tho exten- 
sion of our boundaries to Fort Churchill 
had been refused by tho federal govern- 
ment. Col. Scoble said that "nothing 
could be hoped for from Ottawa and 
much greater pressure would have tu be 
brought to bear before any favorable con- 
cessions from the dominion could be ob- 
tained. There was no doubt but that the 
rights of Manitoba had been neglected in 
this as in almost every other instance 
w hen they had come in conllict with those 
of other and more po\s-erful provinces. 
This was not the time for sitting still un- 
der injuries of this character. Wo must 
assert ourselves and tho sooner we did so 
the sooner we shall be placed in the po- 
sition to which we are justly entitled.

S. Nurquay, premier of the [irovinee of 
Maiututia, is lu thia city en route for 
Winnipeg. He has boon for some time 
pa:-i at Ottawa in consultation with the 
dominion government in regard to certain 
clauses w-liich iManitoba is at present urg- 
ing for settlement. I'hey are: First, 
such extension of tho boundary as will 
give the province a port un Hudson Bay; 
second, an enlarged jurisdiction in con 
trtd of its own public lands, and third, ro- 
adjustmeiit of tho financial basis on 
which Manitobaentered tho dominion con- 
federation. Those propositions are now 
before a select coininittoe of the dominion 
cabinet and Mr. Norquay says he has no 
doubt that the settlement will be satisfac- 
tory to Manitoba. Ho said the chief sub- 
ject of interest to Canada at present was 
tho grant of a loan of §22,500,000 to the 
Caiuida Pacific railway. The road itself 
was security for the loan and in case it 
did not become a i>ayiiig property it would 
under the terms of tho bill virtually pass 
into the hands uf the dominion govern- 
ment. .Speaking of affairs in Manitoba 
he said that tho dissatisfaction which hail 
taken root in that province last year had 
ceased to exist. This was due to tho low- 
ering uf freight rates by the Canadian 
Pacific. 

TlIK HKAVY UUTY OX AGKICULTUKAL I.M- 
PLE.MKNTS. 

Another causa of complaint has been 
the heavy duty on agricultural implements 
which had to be purchased in the United 
States. This, liowever, could not be 
avoided, for there had to bo a uniform 
tarill' and one province could not have 
free trade while another tried protection, 
In time tlu-re would be reciprocity be- 
tween the two countries and IManitolia 
w-ouhl hail it w-ith groat joy. Tho project 
now- an foot was the contemplated con- 
struction of a railway from Winniiieg 
along the line of the Nelson river to Fort 
Churchill on Hudson Bay. Navigation 
ivas open five months in tho yoar, .-Mid 
with railroad communication to tho liay 
steamers could carry grain to Livoriiool 
in much shorter time than at present. It 
would lessen the distance one thousand 
miles.

To I I'l: EnrroK : — Twenty-five years 
,igo this month, I fcjuud myself in a small 
cove at tlie south end of Texada Island 
with two Indians, a canoo, and nothing to 
eat. I had been up round Desolation 
Sound prospecting, and had oxhaasted my 
little stock of provisions paying Indiana. 
A aoulh east blow w-as over, and it was 
absolutely neceasary for mo to get to 
Xauaimo without delay. Having nothing 
in the shapi; of tl-jnr, or meat of any kind, 
I called the Indians early and told 
them to got ready for a start to Hanaimo. 
I was not a little surprised at tho Indians 
refusing to go with me, luitil I would give 
tliem a blanket. Here was a fix, in the 
cold month of February, on Texada Is- 
land. I had Old}' (jiie blanket, and that I 
could not very well spare, as I used it for 
a sail in tho canoe by day and a covering 
to shelter me a little by night. It was no 
use to toll them that I would pay them 
well in Nanaiuio. They wanted pay now. 
I was detorniinod n<it to give them the 
blanket, as tlio weather in the Gulf of 
Georgia is rather uncertain in the winter 
season. I set about rigging up the sail in 
the canoe, as tlic wind was fair, and 
thought I would cro.ss the Gulf alone. 
.Seeing they could not got a blanket, thoy 
eamt^ d.ouii to a shirt. I had no shirt, ck- 
eept what 1 had on, but Mr. Indian was 
boforelumd with mo on that tack, and had 
made the important discovery that I bad 
on two shirts. So I pulled off one and 
gave it to them, and their "turn turn" 
was all right, (ietting under weigh, wo 
arrived at Nanaimo all safe, where I was 
kindly treated by Captain Stewart.

Abram S-*Hewitt 'appenreil ■ beforp 
tlieFornign Affairs Committco of the 
House yesterday niorning,|and oxplain- 
od till! part iilayed by him in tho tnat- 
ter of the pas.sage of tbo resolntions 
asking Gro.at Uriliaii to grant a resjiitc 
to O'DonuoU, iiuirJerer of Carey, the 
Irish inEortuer. Tho English Govern- 
ment refused to grant tho request ot 
the ITou-so, and O'Donnoll was linng- 
od. He at.so was accused of having in- 
forini.'tl the ISritisli jMiiiiati:r that tho 
resolution iutroduceil by him did not 
reflect the sentimcntH of tlio people of 
tho United States on this question, and 
tliat he presented it to avert tho intro- 
iluctioii of resolutions of a more oh 
jootioiiablc L-liLiracter. The feeling that 
he laiiiperoil "wilJi the iligiiity of Coii- 
•^rcs.s :ur1 coiiiiiiitted an act of gross 
iiiipropriety, became so strong, that 
Drumni, of Pennsylvania, introduced 
a resolution asking the Foreign AflFaira 
Coiiiinittt! e to make an invealigatioii of 
the charges. 

The rolationa between Hewitt and 
Belinoiit have for a long time boon 
greatly strained, and a.s the latter sat 
at one aide o£ tlie table twirling a lead 
pencil in his lingers, and Hewitt at tlie 
foot of tho board, addressing the com- 
luittee, specator.s were rciniiuled of tho 
famous Blaine- Belmont cpi.sode of two 
years ai;o. Hewitt made a long stute- 
moiit to tliu committee, explaining iii.s 
re.ison for introducing the resolution, 
aiitl the circumstances of his call at the 
BriLi.sli .Mini.stor's, an.l denying that ho 
apologized, etc., much as has alreadv 
been [lublislieil ill the interviews with 
hini. At tho coticlusioii of liia .stato- 
nient lie laid before kbe conimiltsio a 
letter written to him by "West, Hiiti.sh 
Minister. In this letter West said 
Hewitt had called upon him, and that 
they had conversed in a friendly man 
ner about the (J'nonnoll resolutions 
hut Hewitt imd made no apology for 
it.s introduction; tliat llowilt ei|)laineil 
that lie had otl'ered the resolution be- 
cau-se liQ knew that another resolution 
wTxs to be ofi'ered in a tone less friendly 
and considerate ot the feelings of tho 
British (!ovcrnnioiil. A flor reading tiiis 
letter Hewitt said lie had heard that 
various .statciiKuits were iiiade to meinb- 
or.s of llie coiiimilteo. He had reason 
to believe that tiicse stories originated 
from Belmont, and that to him lie 
owed all the annoyance he had suf- 
fered from willful misreprcsentatioiiH 
published rewarding his action. 

Belmont acoopted tho clialleiiL'e 
thrown down down by Hewitt, and 
said that ho had talked about llewiit's 
;ie I iuii to certain Representatives, but 
had spared Hewitt in whatever aliusi- 
(in he had made, restraining from ex- 
pressing his per.sonal opinion as to the 
impropriety of his colleague's action. 
Jjeliiioiil saitl that the Irish que.stioii 
wa.s a huniiiig one witli tho English 
Iieople, ami that the representatives of 
II iH ^liijesty'.s Cioveriinioiit would have 
been durelieb in liis duty if he had not 
notified the jBritish Foreign otlico of 
atatomonts uiaile by Hewitt, lielinont 
thought Hewit t's visit and statements 
to "Wi^st, under the circumstaiicns, wen 
niKHgnilioil, ami us the Houso had pas- 
.seel the roHolutions unaiinously, Hew- 
itt's aetioii was auch us every member 
ought to resent. 

The committee remained in st^.ssion 
nearly an hour after it.s usual time for 
adjouriinieiit, and listened eagerly to 
the bitter controversy between the two 
gentlemen. 

hrewitt ])roLested that IJehiiont niis- 
represonteil him, and lie deiiic^d un- 
equivocally many of the statements 
the latter made. The meeting, alto 
gether, was one of tlio most siMisatioii- 
al ever held at the capitol. Another 
nieeting will ho hold to-day to deoido 
whether tho investigation proposed 
shall be hold.

It was 
followed by an immediate rush of flames. 
The booking ollice, clerk room and wait- 
ing room were completely shattered and 
are in a confused masu of debris. Luckily 
all the trains had ceased ruiiiiinj,' and only 
a few persona were about the station. The 
streets in tho neighborhooil are complete- 
ly strewn with broken glass. A largo 
force of men of the ptdicoaud 6ro brigade 
promptly reached the spot and extinguish- 
ed the tire, saving tho station. The de- 
bris is left untouched until tho 
arrival of Colonel Majeiidee, chief in ■ 
siiector of explosions, who will make a 
tlionuigh oxamination. Detectives are 
actively enquiring into the matter. All 
thoir hyiiolhosos — gas, gunpowder and 
dyiianiiio— are advanced and discussed, 
dynaniito being the favorite.

101 iMalidi's inac 
tioii alter his victory at El Oboid is ex- 
plained that tiuding Sheiks of principal 
tribes wished to go homo with their spoils 
in order to attend the harvest ho pro- 
claimed a holy truce during the months 
of Moliarron and .Sofar.

The former 
entered the army in 1799 when only 10 
years of age and before completing his 
2-1 th year was a brigade general. De- 
Wimpfron during the Franco-Prussian 
war received an order .August 28th ap- 
pointing him commander in chief in ease 
Alarshal McMalion should bo disabled. 
On September 1st during the battle of 
Sedan hearing McMahon was wounded 
he produced his commission and assumed 
chief command. He at once reversed the 
orders for capitulation already given up, 
hoping for victory. The order 
directing the retreat came from 
the emperor and not from him. 
Gen. DeWimpffen thereupon proposed to 
thaetnperor that they should try and save 
themselves by cutting thoir way to Carig- 
iian. Tho emperor would not consent. 
The general offered his resignation and 
tho emperor would not accept it. All that 
was left for him to do was to conclude 
and sign the capitulations of the great 
army under his command. 

Vienna, Feb. 2G.— A strong niovement is 
on foot in the province of Oaliciaiu favor of 
niigi'atioii to America. The magistracy of 
East Galicia unanimously petitioned the 
governmont of tho iirovince to pi'ohibit tho 
sale of passenger tickets for American ports.

CHINA. 

Hai Noi, Feb. 20.— Chinese reconnoit- 
ring parties have advanced to within 5 
ivilometros of this place, but retired be- 
fore the shells of the French. Sontay is 
powerfully garrisoned and earthworks are 
being rapidly erected. Hoa,also, is strong- 
ly fortified. 

Cairo, Feb. 20. — Gen. Graham tele- 
graphs that General Stevenson's prepara- 
tions for his advance are completed. He 
h.as altered the position of his troops; tho 
right wing is now resting on tho lake be- 
hind Trinkltttt, The 18th Hussars made 
a roconnoisanco to-day towards Teb, and 
found the enemy in force on the heights, 
and at the entrance to tho dolile. Gen. 
Graham will be reinforced by 8 guns, 
worked by naval gunners, and expected 
the battle to take place on Saturday, and 
that the joint attack will bo 3 miles north- 
west of Trittkitftt. The Turkish iMinis- 
tor under sanction of the Homo govern- 
mont has instructed Gen. Graham before 
■(he engageiiient with the rebels to 
summon Osman Digma to return all tho 
Tokar soldiers and all the survivors of 
Sinkat, desiring to return to Egypt; and 
if htj refuses to liberate them to give him 
battle forthwith, Tho minister advises 
the government that if Gen. Graham de- 
feats Osman Digma it (the government) 
should atop the advanco of Turkish troops 
their capture of Tmnanoil, Osman 
Digma's headquarters, and not lot tliciii 
attempt to march to Berber, as an advance 
beyond the Rod Sea would compromise 
the mission of Gen. Ciordon. Vincent, 
linancial advisor of the Khedive is 
going to England to urge a .schenio 
of financial roforiu sanctioned by Minister 
Baring. Tho oiitliiio of the scheme was as 
follows: Suspension sinking fund is provid- 
ed for under tho liquidation law; reduction 
of interest ou Suez canal bonds, held by 
F.ugland, totyi per cent., and the taxation 
on resident foreigner, and tho rudiietioii of 
army and oivil "administratio*. The total 
of what it is estimated Will bei- realized by 
these reforms is over one hundred thousand 
pounds.

Si It John Brown is an eminent Eng- 
lisii .steel manufacturer. ITo has been 
addressing a public ineoting on the in- 
dustrial situation in England, and ha 
has said some unpleasant things Thou- 
sands of tons of steel plates are sent 
into that country from Germany, "for 
the very eloquent commercial reason 
that their price is from 10 to 20 shil- 
lings under the price of similar steel 
plates, rolled in Sheflield." The Lon- 
don Colliery Guardian adds that not 
only .steel plates but German axles, 
tires and otlier articles ef steel are sold 
in Sheflield itself at lower prices than 
Sheflield manufacturers can accept and 
live. Sir John Brown say.s that 
"Sheflielders are, by the outside com- 
petition to which they are subjected^ 
losing business which will never re- 
turn to them." The remedy for that 
state of things is easily found by the 
Guardian. It says that "There are 
rersons enough why the .steel makers of 
Scotland and the nortli of England 
should be requiring their men to sub- 
mit to the reduction in wages of which 
tlioy have given thnm notice. But when 
those facts, too, are taken into con- 
sideration they leave the men without 
any jutsKication for their obstinate re- 
fusal to co-operate with their employers 
to^rotain in tho country the business 
which is left to it." That is what it 
must come to. The German is cpnteafc 
or compelled to work for very low 
w.ago.s. His product goes to England, 
aiul the English mechanic must comu 
down to tho German standard of pay 
or remain idle. Under free trade the 
lowest wages regulate the trade: all 
must conform to the standard which re- 
sults in the lowest prices. All are at 
the mercy of the country which can 
manufacture the cheapest goods. 

Reverence foi* Wealth. 



(Sitturd&y Review.) 
Racing is rapidly becoming more popu- 
lar and profitable, but the real liking of 
tho people is for trotting. The owning 
of fast trotters for his own private use 
and behoof, is one of tho joys of tho 
.\nierican millionaire; and tho one crum- 
pled rose-leaf in Mr. Vanderbilt's exis- 
tence is that a mueh poorei' man 'has a 
faster pair of trotters than he has, and 
that tho much poorer man, with a painful 
disregard of his duty toward a man worth 
£20,000,000, refuses to sell his team. 
Hero occasion serves to say that wealth 
merely as wealth has less weight in the 
United States than it has in Qreat Britain. 
We know that there ia a common belief 
that wealth is more worshipped and is ' 
more powerful in Now Y''ork than it is in 
London; but tho belief is unfounded. 
Whether it is that wealth is too common 
in America, or that most Americana ezt. 
pect to be woathy some day, or that they 
can romombor when a rich man - was a 
poor man, or whatever the. reasons may 
be, the fact remains that the possession 
of money counts for far less in New York 
than it does in London. And, if wo may 
credit Mr. Archibald Forbes, the same 
stato of affairs obtains in Australia as in 
America,

LAND REGISTRY ORDINANCE, 1870.
